The following are extracts from the diary of my grandfather, | Bphrsim H. Nye: 


John Nya and Charlotte Osborn, my father and mother, ware married about 
the year 183, in the Parish of Wateringberry, county Kent, England. Father 
followed the vocation of farm laborer or any other kind of common labor he 
could get, which vas always poprly paid, average wages not exceeding 7 or 8 
shillings per week (52.00). When the gold mines of Australia were discoversd 
about the year 1851, father, like many others caught the faver and succeeded 
in getting enough means together to take his family on an emigrant ship to 
Australia. He sailed with wife and six children on the bark Helen, a very 
old vassel of 700 tons register. There were 300 emigrants on board tui shortly 
after we zot to soa, a great deal of sickness broke out and after three weeks 
at sea, while crossing the Equator under the burning heat of the tropical sun 
32 persons died and were thrown overboard. At last after a long and weary sail 
of 132 days, we reached Portland, Australia. 


Father soon obtained employment. About six weeks later, father and my two 
oldest brothers (John and James) went on foot to Port Pheary, which was several 
days wal: and there they obtained employment with a Mr. Gibbs on a large cattle 
and sheen ranch, about 32 miles inland. Father was engaged for one year and 
at ones soni for mother and the rest of the childron. father and James had 
wired as shechards and mother was hirad to cook for father. John was hired as 
shore man and ay sister mma as cook for Mr. Gibbs, In December 1353 mother 
cave birth to her youncest son. Ostorn. 


Australia at that time might ^9 called a "land of milk and honey", ruly 
aad nature been lavish in bestowing many of her choisest zi?ts upon that land. 


Arter father’s encarement with Ur. Gibbs nad run out, he secured amployment 
with a Mr. Tooney but biring of sneep nerdinz, in a month's time he moved the 
family to Warnambule, a small seaport tom, where we contizmmed to live antil 
the latter pars of 19:6. During the last three years, Zather had followed 
mining, ireighting to the mines and farmin-. 


About this time, father had a vauablo horse ‘dlled by a steer. Jonn uas 
riding after the steer to corral 15, whan i£ suddenly turned on the horse and 
olunzed his horn indo its shoulder. A 2zerse-doector, Mr. Georce T, Wilson, 

Uho ovoved 5o be 2 member of the Church) was sent for. This man sraached the 
sospel to the family as also did Bilder James Vall, by whom the family was 
vaptized. from him, ue learned that there uas a branch of the Church in Sidney., 
thorsly after, we broke uw our home and started for Sidney, a distance of 700 
miles over land. Srother Nilson traveled with us..We traveled 00 miles and 
were overtaken vy the rainy season, hence concluded to winter there and in the 
2ollowing snoring, continued our journey to Sidney. | 


And now a train of circumstances took place which, as a writer of this 
narrabive, it bacomss my oainful duty to record, unpleasant recollection though 
ib is, as ib had and important bearing on the whole after-lives of soms members 
or the family. îy parents, who it seams had never been overburdened with love 
lor sach other, had cecome estranzed. Father was overbearing in his disposition 
and wanted his cwn way all the time and 30 mother dà&cided on a separation. à 
divorce uas out of the question as no one in ordinary circumstances could afford 
mch a luxury, 30 but one course was open and that was to quietly nove away, 
and leave father in ionoranco as to her wherabouts. 


Pris was accomplished one day when father was away on business. John, my 
oldest brother, teok nother, Imma, Charles, myself and Osborn to New 2outh Wales 
where we awaited the arrival of my brother James and Brother Wilson. They 
{ined us in a few days and then we learned that father was determined to follow 
us and in his amtiety, he and Stephen hastly shipped for South America.

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Jonn, now head of the family, and Brother Wilson were in partnership as 
fishermen for eight months, at the end of which timo, John advertised in the 
Melbourne paper for American Elders cf the Mormon Faith, and received two 
answers, one from a Hr, James McKay (a Mormon but not an elder) and the other 
from a Mr. Alexander Somerville of Kyanton, who had teen appointed president 
of all the saints in Victoria. A correspondence with Mr. Soworville followed 
and it xas determined to move at once to Kyanton, which was 270 miles distant. 
We travelled through md and slush, in the midst of the Australian winter and 
thus we journeyed toward the true licht and the words of the Savior wore 
fulfilled -- "We asked and received" the true light and we sought and found 
the fold of Christ and later when we Imocked, the door was oened and we were 
admitted into the tme Church. 


Sn our arrival in Xyanton, we found Mr. Somerville and two other alders 
and upon examination of eur history and standing in the Church, there vas a 
deubt about the authority of Zlder Wall and it was decided that we should de 
rabapntizod. And now our greatest desire was to gather to Utah, but being 
without means lt was necessary for the boys who sere oli enough to obtain 
emclovment. Six months later wo $cok nasgace on board ons ship zilyausoce 
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for San Francisco, UGA, New Years day 1257. 


He lived in 3an Francisco about three months but as work was scarce, wo 
moved to Stec!:ton and our boys, Jom Jarwa, Charles and myself, obtained 
amployment. Daring the winter of 1859 father arrived in San Francisco and 
learned that we wore in Stockton and zov in correspondence with the family and 
finally started on foot with Stephen, 400 wiles. The worn and weary travelers 
were velcomed with joy and gladness ty ail of the famiiy. other told Father

ware arain the family separated, his time by rabual consent, #ather 
aidas Stephen with aim and going on to 3ait Lake iiy, the rest of the family 
xinterinc in East Weber. In the spring of 1061, we were all r9baptized into 
tae Church under the direction of Bishop Osborn. 


In the fall of the same year, Pather with many others, was called by the 
Church to make new settlemants in Southern Utah, baine ona of the pioneers to 
3t. Georss.  3rother Charles was also in that company. Tho latter rart of 
1862, Sister Smma was married to Brother Srastus Bineham: in the spring of 
1863 my brother took to wife the daughter of John Fry. Elisa, and moved to 
Bricham City. Christmas day 136), my brother James was married to Elizabeth 
‘inters. In the fall of 1865, Mother sas married to Brother Henry Zccleston. 
On the Sto of February 1567, I married Harriet Horspool. 


. hen Father went on his mission to 3t. George, ne labored very nard and 
lived in »ovorty with none to comfort him in his old ace, excect Gharles, 
who occasionally saw him. Father married again tho fall of 1866, cout I have
